PROBLEM OF IRISH INFLUENCE 
‘Trish Influence on the Catholic World” 
was the subject of a letture delivered yeste:- 
day by Professor Howley, under the auspces 
of the Central Catholic Library, in the Halli, 
18 Lower Leeson street, Dublin. Mr, G. 
Gavan Duffy presided. 
our possibilities, our inter: 
inational force and. power from a Catholic 
int of view, the speaker said, have we that 
influence and that ition which, as patriotic 
Irishmen, we would Se expected to have? “lo 
a certain extent the answer must be in the 
regative. Why have we a t position, but 
not as great a ition as it should be? We 
have a splendid geographical position, we 
would be in an almost ideal ition for 
broadcasting, and we ought to be in a position 


to broadcast spiritually. England’s greatness 

is largely due to her ‘geographical position. 
We might establish an imperialism of ow 
own, of a spititual order. In addition to this, 
we have the great pull of numbers. Among 
the English-speaking Catholies in the world 
men of Irish descent are in the majority. In 
Canada, the United States, FR naá South 
Africa and New Zealand we have large 
Catholic colonies which have done a great 
work. The efforts of England to promote 
emigration havé simply served to propagate 
our faith throughout the world. 

Among our advantages,are the very extra- 
ordinary fidelity, of the Irish people, and the 
fact that we have never had a conflict in 
Ireland between the national “deal and the 
Catholic ideal, as has happened in many other 
countries, A very hopeful sign is the 
recrudescence of missionary life in Treland in 
the last few years. In the countries where 
these missions are at work Ireland has the 
advantage of stirring no jealousies; she is 
not suspected as being the precursor of the 
trader or of imperialism. Among our dis- 
advantages are tempA&amental and cultural 
drawbacks—our inferiority complex; we are 
inclined to think, not too little of ourselves, 


for that is a good thing, but too little of the 
\ good things that have been given us. We are 
| inelined to be melancholy; even our jollity is 
| simply the reaction against that sadness 
| which the Irishman has in him; he is 
| naturally inclined to tears, he.has to lavgh to 
-keep them off. He is inclined to a humility 
is not real humility, but 
“burlesque of humility, a spiritual! sloth. 

An extraordinary revolution, however, has 
been brought about since the establishment of 
the National University. We are drawing 
ou. intelligentsia from a -‘tratum not 
Beuched in the older times. There is a lack 
| of hicher Catholic culture; even*the ‘educated 
| layman is startlingly ignorant of the treasures 
(of the Catholic religion. In Dublin. the 

speaker suggested, there should be an instt- 
‘tute for higher studies on the level of the 
Catholic Institute m Paris, for the study of 
| the sacred sciences and for lectures to the 

Catholic laity. We should give a Catholic 
turn to Irish art and science, and not look to 
the decadences of neo-pagans for inspiration. 

When Ireland was really a missionary force 

she was backed up by a whole nation of 

prayerful people. We are getting a chance; 
| we are now a national entity. Catholic educa- 
| tion in Ireland should cover all departments 
ot life. There is no reason why there should 
Í not be a great renaigsance in hams éad

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DETECTIVES’ RUSE. 
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KERRY ARRESTS UNDER THE 
TREASON ACT. 


Posing as members of the “ [rish Republican 
Army,’’ Sergeant Stapleton and Detectives 
Lenihan and Lavery, Tralee, visited Lispole, 
West Kerry, ‘‘on a tour of inspection of the 
forces” ; and they related their experiences at 
Tralee District Court yerterday, when two 
young men, named John Brosnan land James 
FitzgeraM, were brought up in custody, 
charged with taking part and assisting in the 
organisation of an illegal body and with bemg 
unlawfully in possession of firearms and 
ammunition. 

The detectives, according to their evidence, 
got into conversation with Fitzgerald, who 
told them that he was “ adjutant of the 6th 
Battalion,, No. 1 Kerry Brigade,’’ and that 
the atrenath of the battalion was “ sixteen 
solid men.” He also told them that John 
Brosnan was quartermaster of the battalion. 
One of the detectives then went to Brosnan. 
who procured a bicycle and went. to a 
‘‘dump,’’ from which he took two Lee-Enfield 
rifies, and later a revolver, nine rounds of 
.603 ammunition and six rounds. of ‘‘dum- 
dum “ for the revoiver. 

Asked by the Justice if he had any ques- 
tions to ask, Brosnan replied: “T wish to say 
I do not recognise this Court.’’ Both men 
were returned for trial, bail being fixed at 
£50 and two sureties of £25 each.

Ne defendant, traversing the cause of 
action and denying the allegations made by 
the plaintiff, stated that he was the lessee of 
a valuable eel fishery in the River Shannon, 
which he held from the Board of Works of 
the Irish Free State at a rental of £1,800 per 
annum, and that he had entered into the 
agreement mentioned for the purpose of work- 
cz the fishery 

e further stated that in the years 1920, 
1921, 1922 and 1923 he was prevented from 
working the eel fishery by the plaintiff's 
servants or agents and others, who took afd 
cold eels out of the fishery, depriving him of 
the profits thereof. 2 
The defendant counter-claimed for relief 
against forfeiture of the licence claimed by 
the plaintiff, and damages in respect of loss 
of profits. 

The rent due, it was stated, had been paid 
before the action was brought. 

Their lordships, who were unanimous, de- 
livered “considered judgments. 

The Chief Justice, with whom Mr. Justice 
FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice Murnaghan con- 
curred, inted out that while there had 
been a breach of the agreement by non- 

yment of rent, there was no evidence show- 
ing that the plaintiff had sustained any loss 
by that, beyond the loss of the money at the 
time. The principal question in the cas», he 
said, was whether the defendant was entitled 
to claim equitable relief against forfeiture 
of the licence through breach of the agree- 
ment. He was, of opinion that the appeal 
should be dismissed, with costs, and that the 
order made by Mr. Justice Meredith dis- 
missing the action should be affirmed. He 
was also of opinion that the defendant was 
entitled to be relieved from forfeiture of the 
licence, as claimed in the first paragraph of 
his counter-claim; that the plaintiff should 
pay the costs of the appeal, and that both 
parties should abide their own costs in the 
Courf* below, the result of the judgment of 
the Court now being that the agreement of 
the 10th of May, 1919, was still subsisting.

the plaintiffs in their business. 

The defendants denied the wrongful acts 
alieged against them. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr, Martin Maguire, 
K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy (ingtructed by 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) appeared 
foc the plaintiffs; Mr. Overend, K.C., an 
Mr. T. P. McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Sons) for the defendants, Michael 
Griffin and John Doyle; and Mr. Jellett, 
K.C.;.Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Henry 
(instructed by Mr. H. J. W. Downey) for 
the other defendants. 

The evidence for the plaintiffs was con- 
tinued. .

APPEAL FROM DEPARTMENT'S 
ORDER UPHELD. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 

The Judge delivered judgment yesterday in 
the appeal, which was heard last week, of 
Mr. A. G. Ringwood, of Corduff. House, near 
Blanchardstown, against an order of the 
Local Government Department, which gave 
sanction to a scheme by the North Dublin 
Rural District Couneil under which it was 
proposed to erect five labourers’ cottages on 
his land. Mr. Ringwood’s petition was based 
on the fact that the labourers for whom the 
cottages were intended would not occupy 
them because of the unsuitability of the 
position; and also that if the cottages were 
placed there they would interfere with the 
amentities of his residence. 

The Judge said that representations had 
been made by twenty-two tabourérs for houses 
in the district, and they pointed out the 
localities in which they would like them to 
be. The Sites Committee that was appointed 
by the Council paid little attention to the 
labourer’s views, and they selected sites for 
twenty cottages on Mr. Ringwood's land. 
They ba notice to Mr. Ringwood, but they 
gave him no opportunity of expressing an 
opinion on the matter, as he was entitled 
to do. 

Compulsory powers were very necessary, 
said the Judge, but. they should be exercised 
with the greatest. possible consideration, It 
would be impossible, he thought, to justify 
before any tribunal the diane Toe the twenty 
cottages. 
provision of the Act of Parliament. The 
wishes of the labourers were not taken into 
consideration at all. The erection of the 
cottages so near Mr. Ringwood’s residence 
would, undoubtedly, interfere with the 
amenities of his, place in a way that was 
expressly forbidden by the Act. 

ifteen of the labourers had refused to have 
anything to do with the cottages, but the 
remaining five agreed. So far as the five 
cottages were concerned he (the Judge) 
thought that the erection of them would 
an interference with the amenities of Mr.

Unless some very substantial 
help is forthcoming the student must con- 
tinue to use apparatus which is either anti- 
quated or effete. His outlook is thereby 
limited, and he is then unprepared to take 
up his subsequent duties in the. works with 
experience which, under better conditions, 
might be realised. 

At the same time it has to be recognised 
that there must be some limit+set to spend- 
ing on such educational equipment. An 
obvious way out of the difficulty is that 
there should be greater co-operation and 
assistance from the industry. This might 
well be forthcoming in the form of gifts of 
apparatus and plant such as ie used in prac- 
tice. Alternatively, such items ‘of equin- 
ment might reasonably be put in at. a con- 
siderably reduced figure to the educational 
establishment. Again, there would be the 
dual advantage. It would be to the advan- 
tage of the maker that such products should 
come to the notice, and within the experi- 
ence, of the young engineer who in due time 
will have the responsibility of making, or 
recommending, the purchase of plant, and 
will naturally view with some favour types 
with which he has some intimate acquaint- 


ance. The advantage to the college is . 
obvious. Such procedure is by no means 
new. It is already practised, but the f 
system is capable of considerable extension.

UNION COMMISSIONERS’ 


REPLY. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
Union Commissioners a letter from the Irish 
National Unemployed Movement, protesting 
apainst the recent statement of the Commis- 
sionérs on bogus applications for oytdoor 
relief, was read. 

The letter stated that only a third ‘of the 
cases aa before the Commissioners had been 
visited. — ' You admit,” the letter added, 
‘that there were sixty-three cases that might 
bo said to be destitute. We have visited 
some of the families, and find that nothing 
has been done to alleviate their distress. We 
maintain that the whole tone of your state- 
ment was misleading, and calculated to make 
the people believe that the cry of misery 
from unemployment is a false one, and that 
there is no exceptional suffering.’’ 

In reply, the Commissioners pointed out 
that they were guided by the reports of 
their officials, following investigations in 
every case. Other cases investigated during 
the past week revealed that there was no 
destitution, and that consequently they did 
fia within. the regulations for outdoor

THE NUMBER OF STUDENTS. 

Mr. Frediksson said that there appeared to 
be a tendency on the part of the witness 
to limit the.number of students attending the 
technical schools. H emed to think that 
he should not train m@re students than the 
industry could absorb at once. That was 
wrong, because conditions in industry 
changed. Sometimes there was the use for 
more. labour at one particular time than at 
another, and it was not expected that every 
student leaving the school should get occu- 


+ pation in that particular trade at once. 


The trade classes, continued the witness, 
were restricted to bona fide apprentices or 
journeymen. They had no objection, pro- 
vided that the class was not tull, to taking 
on boys other than apprentices to a parti- 
cular trade to learn something, say, of 
plumbing*or copper work. : 

“We have no objection,. added the wit- 
ness, ‘‘but the trade will not allow it,” 
Employers generally took considerable interest 
in the schools. Most of the principal em- 
ployers kept in touch with the work of the 
schools and rent employés io the classes, 
guaranteeing the payment of fees. 

Mr. Good—They have done a good deal, 
but they might do a great deal more. 

Mr. Hernon said that many of these firms 
give prizes, either directly or through the 
school, and promotion, length of holidays, 
etc., are dependent on the school reports. 
The outstanding problem, he said, was the 
meagre prospect of employment of pupils after

Commissioner Hernon said that the growth 
of attendance at the technical schools had com- 
gais exhausted all available accommodation, 

he chief technical schools in Bolton street were 
situated in utterly unsuitable districts. They 
should soon face the question whether they 
should spend a large amount of money on add. 
ing to Bolton street, where they had room for 
expansion, or build á central technical schools. 
An Advisory Committee of the Building and 
Allied Trades, both employers and trade re- 
presentatives, which as “ gone into the 
matter, expressed strong opposition to any 
action which might tend to stabilise per- 
manently the present unsatisfactory location 
of. the Technical Schools in Bolton street. 
They wanted the Institute to be in a central 
and accessible part of the éity, where it could 
compete fairly with the counter-attractions of 
the theatre and other places of amusements. 

His idea of a scheme of technical education 
for Dublin would be a central college or in- 
stitute in a central part of the city devoted 
to higher instruction in all branches of techni- 
cal work, science, art industry and commerce. 
There should be jupior technical schools which 
would lead up to the central se college 
to be in such number and located in such 
manner as would best serve the requirements 
of on goer districts. He favoured an educa- 
tional extension of the city boundary, and day 
apprenticeship school scholarships should be 
open for competition amongst boys of the 
county urban districts. 

Replying to the Chairman, the witness said 
that he would welcome the extension of the 
school to cater for all counties on a proper 
financial basis. 

Mi. Good-—+Why will you take a Rathmines 
boy into the technical school and not into the 
apprentice day school? 

Mr. Hernon replied that the only differ- 
ence was that they were paying a wage of 
6s. and &s. a week out of their funds. 

Mr. Good. remarked that the fund came 
from a common source. 

HE CONTROL OF EDUCATION. 

Dealing with the question of control the 
witness expressed the opinion that the present 
local and combined Governmental contro} ha 
worked satisfactorily, and should be c 
tinued. He suggested a minimum rate for 
county eerongin of 3d. in the £ for technical 
education. e endowment grant of £55,000 
had not been increased since its inception in 
1899, and he thought that this should be in. 
creased at least four-fold. He did not favour 
the capitation grant because of the great 
amount of uneconomic clerical work that it 
involved. Instead, he suggested a more 
generous financial provision on the lines of an 
increaséd endowment fund. If technical 
education was to go ahead in the way that it 
should there should be greater financial as. 
sistance from the State. 

With regard to the 
trades, Commissioner 
number of apprentices 
trade was 45.

He was sentenced to death by 
the Germans for mutiny, and was 
reprieved at the urgent request of the 
Austrian High Command; but he was 
forced to remain in prison until the end 
of the war, when he entered Warsaw like 
a conquering hero. » After the Armistice 
Marshal Pilsudski played an important 
part in the government of Poland, but 
in 1923—anparently in the belief .that 
Poland was safe—he retired to his estate 
to write his memoirs, and did not emerge 
again until last May, when he brought 
about his melodramatic coup d’état. He 
is now the undisputed master of Poland, 
but, being a pure romanticist, he has 
been devoting all his attention to what 
von Biilow once described as ‘‘ operetta 
politics,” and has been treating the 
economic buailhain of his country with 
lordly disdain. What does he propose to 
do now? This question is exciting much 
interest in Eastern and Central Europe; 
‘for to-day Poland occupies a position of 
much strategic danger. The recent Russo- 
German Treaty undoubtedly was directed 
against the Poles. The Lithuanians are 
so bitter tat they will not allow a Polish 
train to enter their territory. 
A dictatorship cannot be 
indefinitely, and it is more than likely 
that Marshal Pilsudski will ‘make a new 
move in the near future. One of two 
things may happen. The existing 
Republic may be placed on a democratic

Greek Refugees. 


The number of Israelites whom Moses 
led out of Egypt may have been no larger 
—may have been smaller, -indeed—than 
the number oi Greeks who were expelled 
from Turkey in 1922. These refugees in- 
cluded nearly the whole Greek population 
of Western Asia Minor. Tliey fled, broken 
and destitute, across the sea to a mother- 
land who was herself in dire straits of 
confusion and distress... The Greek Govern- 
ment appealed to the League of Natibdns, 
and the manner in which the call was 
answered—as described in The ,Times of 
yesterday by Sir Arthur Salter, Director 
of the League’s Economic and Finance 
Sections—makes a truly wonderful story. 
The League appointed a Settlement Com- 
mission and undertook the task of housing 
1,250,000 refugees. Funds to meet the 
most pressing needs were provided. by the 
Bank of England, and in 1924 a Refugee 
Loan was floated successfully under the 
auspices of the League. During the last 
two years the Commission has built 60,000 
houses, and more than 75,000 families have 
been established on the Jand. Everywhere 
the repatriated settlers are thriving, with 
beneficent and far-reaching results, 
political and economic, for themselves and

EDUCATION AND THE FARMER. 


(BY COLONEL O’CALLAGHAN 
WESTROPP.) 

s 1 suppose no one will deny that, possibly 
or all time, and certainly for a generation 
or two to come, Ireland: niust be pre- 
dominantly au ‘agricultural country. that 
being so, whether we like i or not, for 
better or for worse, her economic destinies 
are ‘in the hands of her ‘farmers. We look 
around and we see decreasing tillage, de- 
creasing numbers of. live stock, decreasing 
deposits in .the joint-stock banks, and an 
alarming decline in the value of our exports.

The doorman refused to deliver the 
keys, and succeeded in avoiding the flying 
buHets, but when the Warden appeared 
on the. scene to find out what was happen- 
ing; he was hit and dangerously wounded. 

The police were then summoned from 
headquarters, and a regular battle began, 
the prisoners finally being overcome with 
the help of tear gas and rifle bullets.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
ITS OBSERVANCE.

With the completion of the arrangements 
for the celebration of Armistice Day, 
Thursday, 11th inst., in London, and their 
approval by the King, it is hoped that 
there will be general co-operation in its 
observance as in previous years. 

At, half-past ten o'clock a hollow square 
wili be formed at the Cenotaph by detach- 
ments of the various forces, the Mercantile 
Mafine, ‘and ex-Servicemen, and music will 
be played by the bands of the Brigade of 
Guards. At a quarter to eleven the choir of 
the Chapel Royal, supplemented by that of 
St. Margaret's, Westminster, will take up its 

ition, to be followed by the Bishop of 
Willesden, who will conduct the Service. 

The King will place a wreath on the Ceno- 
taph short iy, before eleven o'clock, and the 
Prince of Wales and the, Duke of York will 
also deposit wreaths. Other wreaths will be 

laced on behalf of the other members of the 

oyal Family, the Government, the Domi- 
unions, India, the Colonies and Protectorates, 
the Forces and the Mercantile Marine. 

When the first stroke of eleven is sounded 
by " Big Ben “” the two minutes’ silence will 
be observed, the end of it being denoted by 
the sounding of the “ Last Post,” after 
which the hymn,‘ “ O God, our help in ages 
past,” will be sung, to be followed by a 
short Service, the “ Reveille ” and the Na- 
tional Anthem. 

The Queen, with other ladies of the Royal 
Family, will witness the ceremony from the 
windows overlooking the Cenotaph. 

Official deputations will deposit wreaths 
when the troops have marched off, and those 
desiring to pass through Westminster Abbey 
before the grave of the Unknown Warrior 
will be able to do so, but all wreaths and 
fiowers must be deposited only at the 
Cenotaph. 

‘The silence will be observed throughout the 
United Kingdom, and local authorities are 
asked to arrange for the synchronising of all 
public clocks -with Greenwich time. The 
actual time by "' Big. Ben ” is issued by the. 
British Broadcasting Company from all sta- 
tions at 7 p.m. daily, and a special issue will 
be made from the Londotand Daventry sta- 
tions at 10.45 a.m. on November 11th.

THE MURDER OF A 
RECTOR. 


REMARKABLE. AMERICAN 
TRIAL. 


From Revurer’s Cogresponvent. 
SOMERVILLE, NEW JERSEY, 
: Wednesday. 

The curtain whien has been shrouding the 
famous Hall-Mills murder trial was partially 
lifted to-day for the first time since the morn- 
ing four years ago when children playing in 
the deserted orchard on the outskirts of New 
Brunswick discovered the bldod-stained body 
of the Rev. Edward W. Hall (Rector of St. 
John's Church in that city) lying side by 
side with that of Mrs. Eleanor Mills, a 
beautiful, member of his church choir. 

At the first hearing the case never got 
beyond the Grand Jury. Hence the proceed- 
ings which opened to-day ‘constitute the first 
real trial of the defetidants, Mrs. Hall and 
her two brothers. 

In a crowded court, packed with spectators, 
and with more than a hundred reporters busy 
with typewriters and telegraphic transmitters, 
the prosecuting attorney opened the case 
with.a dramatic account of what Mrs. Gibson. 
the so-called ‘* pig woman," saw on the night 
of the tragedy, when, mounted on her mule, 
she. was chasing an alleged thief. Her. chase 
brought Mrs. Gibson near the orchard, where 
she wee a moccasin, and when later she 
returned to find it she discovered a woman 
alone weeping over the body. 

The Prosecuting Attorney declared that be 
would try to prove that the persons that she 
recognised were the defendants in @he present 
case

described the Hall marriage as a loveless one,

A* the Imperial Conference much has 

n said about fosteging trade 
within the Empire, and the Prime 
Minister of Australia has appealed to 
British manufacturers to study the needs 
of his country so that they can receive 
the orders which at present go to the 
United States. 

Whatever may be the conditions in the 
other Dominions, the greater part of the 
Free State’s trade is done within the 
Empire. Nearly all the exports from the 
twenty-six counties go to Grea’ Britain 
and Northern Ireland, and the bulk of the 
imports are Crawn from these sources. 

The trade returns for the first nine 
months of. this year, which were issued 
yesterday, show a slight, but welcome, 
increase in he demand for Free State 
produce from the other Dominions. For 
the nine months ended September, 1925, 
the _exports to Canada amounted to 
£18,515, but for the corresponding period 
of -this year an increase of £20,507 is 
recorded. The imports from Canada de- 
creased by £75,000. In the case of South 
Africa there was an increase in the exports 
to the value of £9,000, and in the case of 
New Zealand an increase of £17,000. The 
imports from British Indi. are down by 
more than £300,000, but the exports show 
an increase of, roughly, £12,000.

Tha rapid increase in fuel prices is reflected 
in the figures of our coal imports. For the 
150,949 tons of coal imported in September 
of last year we paid £233,233, but for 138,722 
tons imported in the same month this year 
we paid £503,498. It is some consolation at 
least to learn that not an ounce. of, the 
precious mine--! was exported from this 
country. 


IMPROVEMENT IN PIG TRADE, 


There are three or four items in the export 
fist for the month under review that deserve.

As 
things stand motor tonnage under construc- 
tion is equal to 99 per cent. of the steam 
tonnage. building; while more motor ships 
than steamers have been laid down during 
the last quarter of the year. Set out in 
brief figures, there are now 254 steamers 
being built in the world’s yards, with a gross 
tonnage of 953,199; while the motor 


gross tonnage of 869,509 The per- 
centage of motor to steam tonnage building 
is 91. 
' In December, 1922, it was 10.9; at. the 
same period im 1923 it was 35.5; at the end 
of the following year it had risen to 60 per 
cent. ; last year found it rise to 97.7, and now 
it has fallen back to 91. These are remark- 
It is clear from them that the 
time is near when the motor’ ship 
will pass ahead of the steamship.

STILL WAITING 
FOR COAT. 
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DUBLIN SITUATION 
REMAINS SERIOUS. . 
CARGOES EXPECTED 

“TO-DAY. 


-— 


There was no change in the fuel situa- 
tion yesterday. ‘Dublin, which is more 
severely hit by the shortage than any other 
centre in the Free State, has settled down 
to wait for the arrival of the 25,000 tons 
of coal which were ordered abroad by, the 
coal merchants by arrangement with) the 
Government. Until the first. consign- 
ments of this order begin to arrive the 
smaller business concerns whose fuel 
supplies are being rapidly exhausted, ang, 
indeed, citizens in general must continue 


-on short rations of fuel. 

Fortunately the weather is much milder 
than during the past fortnight, making the 
hardships of the poor of the tenements less 
dificult to bear. The good work of the 
Citv Commissioners,. and the various. com- 
inittees who have organised the supply of fuel 
for the poor, is being continued. it is for 
the charitably-minded public, who have re 
sponded so generously already, to see to it 
that supplies of fuel to the very poor shall 
continue until this very trying crisis is 
passed, 

EXPECTED ARRIVALS. 

Several vessels with cargoes of coal from 
the Continent are expected to reach Dublin 
to-morrow. They were due to arrive yester- 
day, but owing to the heavy weather they" 
have been delayed. The s.s. Mary Summer- 
field, with a cargo of several hundred tons of 
coal for Messrs Wallace, arrived in the Liffey 
on Tuesday night. 

' HIGH PRICES FOR TURF. 
Yesterday hawkers were still selling turf at 
from 1s. to 1s. 6d. per dozen sods, despite the 
Government’s threat to deal drastically with 
fuel “ profiteers. . 

Through the efforts of the Committee of St. 
Laurence O’Toole’s Babies’ Club, members of 
the club may now purchase small quantities 
of coal at 6d. per stone. 
The Committee hopes that coal merchants 
will fatilitate them by giving further supplies 
at a reasonable rate.

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CONFERENCE IN ARMAGH. 

Cardinal O'Donnell was a principal 
speaker at a conference which’ was held: in 
the City Hall, Armagh, yesterday, under the 
auspices ‘of the Gaelic League, to advocate 
the neéd for instruction in the Gaelic tongue 
in Northern Ireland. 

The Cardinal said that they were gathered 
there to prevent the Irish language from 
dying in the six counties, to revive it, pre- 
serve it, and to spread it as far gs they could. 
In those counties Irish, if #”was spoken at 
all, was spoken only in spots, but Irish re- 
mained a fine organ of speech. It was the 
key to a rich literature; it was a very im- 
portant factor .in education. On good 
authority it was said that in Buch a county 
as Donegal bi-lingual speakers spoke better 
English than those who knew English alone. 
Irish was a difficult language. to learn for 
grown-up people, but not so when acquired 
naturally from childhood by association and 
by speech. Moreover, where the teachers 
knew Irish, it might be taught to the chil- 
dren in the schools from the start without 
the smallest detriment to any other subject. 
(Applause.) Even for those who were no 
longer children, in counties like those it was 
a stimulating, useful and elevating occupa- 
tion to give some of the evenings, when there 
was not much else to be done; to the study 
of the native. language. . 

Continuing. His Eminence said:—‘'I am 
sure that in these parts you who are assembled 
here to-day will be content with a moderate 
programme. Moderation belongs to wisdom, 
and nothing that is not educationally sound 
can ever help the Irish language.”’ 

On the motion of the Rev. Father Murray, 
seconded by the Rev. Father M‘Carville, it 
was decided to forf: an Executive Committee 
for the six counties, with two members for 
each county.

SWEDISH MATCH COMPANY. 
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LARGE EXTENSIONS, 
Further details are now to hand of the 
extensions of the Swedish Match Company 
(Svenska Taendstik Aktiebolaget), saya the 
Financial News. An Exchange Copenhagen 
message states that, according to the Swedish 
papers, negotiations have ba proceeding 
or some time between the Nitedals Match 
Factory in Oslo and the Swedish . Match 
Company and its sister concern, the -Inter- 
national Match Corporation, It is understood 
that they have now led to a definite result. 
Under the agreement Nitedals will be able to 
taks full advantage of the selling organisa- 
tion of. the Swedish-American concerns, and 
to utilise the technical experience of the 
Swedish works in the reduction of production 
costs, er is to be standardised, so as to 
enable “the advantageous distribution of 
orders for different markets; and it is also 
stated that the Swedish-American concerns 
will take over a large cel of shares in 
Nitedals, which was estatlished in 1862, and 
is one of the best-known organisations in the 
match trade in Norway. 

It is also stated that the Swedish Match 
Company has offered the Government of 
Lithuania a loan of 10,000,000 dollars in 
return for a match menopoly. An agreement 
with an American syndicate for a large loan 
had, apparently, fallen through.

RESULTS OF INDUSTRIAL 
DISPUTES. 


five years this country and Great Britain 
had suffered from.the severe effects of a 
cyclical depression in. industry, which had 
been accentuated by an unnatural vicious 
twist given to economic affairs by the ab- 
normal conditions following the.war. There 
had been a reduction in the world demand 
for goods and services, which had affected 
Irish agricultaral and manufactured pro- 
ducts in the British and other markets. 
Countries with inflated currencies and de- 
preciated exchanges had been afforded a spe- 
cial’ advantage in competing in markets out- 
side their froritiets, as compared with Irish 
and British producers. The carving of large 
areas in Europe into separate States, which 
had decided to establish their own national 
industries by employing protective measures, 
had lessened the market for other countries 
depending.on the export trade. The con- 
stant drain of ep ds from the country, 
the result chiefly’ of unemployment, had pro- 
vided a steadily. reducing market íor Irish 
products. 

Recent - industrial’ disputes in Great 
Britain, © notabl the - coal strike, had 
diminished the demand for Irish agricultural 
and manufactured goods in Great. Britain; 
Irish industrialisté had been hampéred: in 
their enterprises on account of » high 


prices paid for non-British coal, and the 


real purchasing power of Irish consum 
for goods and services other than coal ha 
been lessened by the ‘high prices paid for 
that commodity. The-continuous drift of 
people from the riral and small urban dis- 
tricts to the few large towns had created an 
additional’ labour. reserve which neither 
manufacturing ‘nor commercial firms could 
absorb in the present trade depression. The 
individualistie chiractér of many Irish 
manufacturers of Irish agriculture had been 
naturally. weak in conipetition with: the as- 
sociated enterprise of foreign firms. 
THE MATTER OF CHARGES. 

Another important factor which deserved 
close examipation, and which was an ‘in- 
direct cause of unemployment, was the great 
disparity between the prices received by the 
farmer and those paid by the «ultimate con- 
sumer. 

Their present statistics on unemployment 
were inadequate. They are based on the 
unemployment insurance records, or on what 
is known as the “‘live’’ register, which con- 
tained statistics of those registered in insured 
and uninsured occupations.

Those conditions, he (Mr. Johnson) believed, 
would be the germ of an economic policy for 
this country, and would result in the practi- 
cal. elimination of unemployment. - 
AN OLD PROBLEM. 

Mr. J. C. Eason said that they ought to 
remember that unemployment was not a 
modern problem. It existed throughout the 
history of the world, though at the present 
time it was much more acute than perhaps if 
had ever been before. The problem was not 
associated with any particular business or 
political organisation, or the economic activi- 
ties of any particular period, and in finding 
a remedy for it now they should get down tv 
persona] detail. He believed that every man 
should sweep before his gar anes J that 
every man who had a job to do should do it 
thoroughly. When he said that he was speak- 
ing of every man occupying a position, high 
or low, in the business world, and if évery 
man employed did his job well he could not 
give greater help towards the solution of the 
unemployment problem. 

The reason why people were unemployed 
was that someone had not done his job 
properly ‘and that there was an imperfect 
adjustment between supply and demand. 
Mr. Johnson believed: that. there should be 
some system devised which would produce 
goals at the proper time and at the proper 
price; but they could not rely upon: Govern- 
ments, politicians or civil servants for such 
schemes, however excellent such institutions 
and individuals might be. Their attitude 
towards matters of that kind was not calcu- 
lated: to enable the people to produce goods 
at the time and at the price they pos tseh 
them. Looking. to Governments for a solution 
of :everything was at the bottom of a good 


many of their troubles. 


MORE PRODUCTION. 

What they wanted was increased produc- 
tion. There must be also a greater freedom 
of production and the removal of the ridiculous 
restrictions imposed by certain ee ts 
Capital was accumulated, too, whic should be 
made use of, and if the money was available 
there were industrialists willing to make 
use of it. Taxation and the heavy expenses 
under which everybody was working at pre- 
sent might be reasons why capital was not 
available; but the fact was that the money 
could not be got. The curious thing about 
it was that people seemed to have plenty of 
money for race meetings, point-to-point meet- 
ings and cinemas, and there was something 
wrong somewhere. 

It was said that spenders made the wheels 
go round, but, as a matter of fact, the man 
who, for example, put his money in Savings 
Certificates was doing more usgful work for 
the country than the man who spen& it on 
some temporary gratification. /—.

FRANCE AND ITALY. 


RECENT INCIDENTS. CAUSE 
BAD FEELING. -

DIPLOMATIC PROTEST. | 
T is evident that recent frontier inci- 


dents are straining the relations 
between France and ftaly. A Paris 


telegram states that the French Ambas- 


sador in Rome has made a formal protest 
against Sunday’s incidents in Tripoli and 


Benghazi and at Ventimiglia. 


The French Press comments on these

INDICATIONS OF STRAIN. 
PARIS, Wednesday, 6 p.m. 

French official quarters confirm the report 
that the French Ambassador in Rome had 
protested against the incidents on Sunaay 
evening in Tripoli and Benghazi. 

According to the Tempe, M. Besnard, the 
French -Ambassador, has also protested 
against the incidents at the railway station 
and the French Consulate at Ventimiglia. 

An emphatic denial is issued of the morning 
newspaper reports that French ex-Service 
men at Beausoleil, returning from laying 
wreaths on the local war memorial, met a 
party of Italians carrying Fascist flags and 
came to blows with them. 

PRESS COMMENT. 

The Journal reports that in consequence, 
railway workers showed an inclination to 
refuse service on the line between Mentone 
and Ventimiglia, and that an inspector left 
Nice yesterday morning to inquire into the 
matter. It seems, however, that although 
the staff at first appeared determined not to 
go on duty, they finally changed their minds, 
and the service between France and Italy 
has been maintained. The paper adds that 
an Italian workman, who arrived in Nice 
last night, reported that he had been stoned 
by Fascists on the way. 

In Nice, where a creat demonstration was 
held at the cemetery by all the patriotic 
societies, the Italian Ex-Service Men's 
Associations took part, and fraternised with 
their former French comrades in arms. 

Every challenge to Fascism, says the 
has, so far, led to an outburst 
which displays Italy’s suspicion of France.

WRONG MAN LYNCHED.

REMARKABLE FRENCH STORY. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

The remarkable statement is made in a 
Genoa telegram to this afternoon's Peris- 
Midi that the fifteen-year-old boy, Zamboni, 
who was lynched for attempting to assassinate 
Signor Mussolini at Bologna last Sunday 
afternoon, was not the real assailant. — 

This message says that Zamboni took up 
his stand quite accidentlly next to an 
anarchist of about the same stature as him- 
self, and that the boy was so frightened when 
the shot rang out that he tried to run away, 
The crowd anterpreted his flight as a con- 
fession of guilt, and promptly set upon him. 
In the excitement the réal miscreant slunk 
away, and from a near-by post office sent a 
telegram stating, “[ am safe and sound, ' 
which attracted the attention of the police. 

According to this sensational story, the 
members of Zamboni’s family were arrested 
in order to give the real criminal a false im- 
pression of security and to avoid awakening 
the suspicions of the recipient of the tele- 

ram. The recipient, it is stated, has now 

een arrested, and the arrest of the chief 
culprit himself is expeeted hourly.—(Reuter.)
